No one wa,s more surprised at the out¬ 
come than Jeffries him,self, who as¬ 
serted that while he had delivered one 
telling blow in the second ronnd he did 
not expect to win the victory so easily.

Jeffries wmlked 
to Ruhlin’s coi'uer, asked what was the 
matter, then turned in disgust and pro¬ 
ceeded to his dressing room while the 
spectators rose as one man and cheered 
the champion while they denounced 
Ruhlin as a quitter and a fakir. 

The police then tumbled into the ring 
and stopped two Rights in which Corbett, 
the referee, and officers of the club were 
involved. The utmost excitement pre¬ 
vailed, during which Ruhlin made his 
way out of the ring. 

Rnhlin’s sole explanation of the out- 
obme of the fight is that he received a 
chance blow which utterly disabled him 
and that Jeffries persisted in fighting 
him low.

, Deformity of the limbs of horses is 
very far from infrequent, and It may 
he of such a serious character as to 
render them almost if not quite use¬ 
less, while in nearly every instance, if 
ever so slight, it detracts'from the ap, 
pearance and symmetry of the animals 
apd decreases their monetary value, 
says a veterinary surgeon in London 
Live Stock Journal.

the judicious application of specially 
shaped shoes calculated to gradually 
throAv back the pastern hones wiil 
.bring about the same result. Indeed it 
is sometimes astonishing what can be 
done by means of artfully contrived 
shoes and the scientific manipulation 
of the hoof, such as lowering the heels 
to a certain degree and putting on a 
long toed shoe. 

But sometimes one meets with cases 
of “knuckling over’’ in which these 
methods would either be too slow in 
their operation or would prove insuffi¬ 
cient to rectify the deformity, and so 
a more complicated, but much more 
rapid and certain plan is adopted. Such 
cases are observed most frequently—in 
fact, nearly always—in very young j 
foals, especially well bred ones, which 
are foaled in this condition or show 
it very soon after birth. It is some 
times so serious that the'young crea¬ 
ture cannot walkj indeed, it can scarce¬ 
ly stand, and the hoofs and pasterns 
become upright or so inclined forward 
as to come in contact with the ground. 
The younger the foal the greater like¬ 
lihood there Is of a satisfactory cure. 
In older animals the cure is seldom 
complete. 

But the sooner treatment is adopted 
the greater is the probability of, a suc¬ 
cessful termination. A pitch, glue, 
starch or plaster bandage should first 
be tried, supported by leather splints, 
but before these are applied the foal 
should be laid on its side, the pastern 
bones forcibly placed in their natural 
position and the skin covered with 
wadding, to equalize the pi’essure. 
Then the bandage and splints are to be 
put on. Whenever the animal can 
place his weight on the limb the band¬ 
age may be taken off. But a perhaps 
more convenient plan is the use of an 
extension .apparatus consisting of a 
leather shoe or sock, with an iron 
splint in front fitted with straps and 
well padded in front of the fetlock, 
pastern and shank. The splint is hing¬ 
ed at the fetlock joint, and by means 
of a screw at this part pressure is 
made, so th.at the joint is pushed back 
Into its natural position. This exten¬ 
sion boot has been successfully em 
ployed in many eases.

Boston Man Perhaps Fatally 
Assaulted by an Italian 


Other News of Interest from Varions 
Parts of New England States. 




Boston, Nov, IS.—The north end WAS 
the scene of a murderous affray yester 
day afternoon and Jeremiah Saunders, 
a teamster. Is in a dangerous condition, 
suffering from a fractured skull, while 
Antonio Oapuc'ci, a young Italian, is in 
custody, charged with assaulting him, 
Saunders and a party of friends had 
been drinking together on the top floor 
of 3.39 North street and in coming down 
.stairs were so noisy that they disturbed 
Capucci, who, with his family, lives on 
the second floor. 

He remonstrated'with them anij then 
went back into his room, suppo.sing 
they would leave. Saunders, however, 
remained on the lower stairs and con¬ 
tinued his loud talk until Capucci be¬ 
came enraged and again rushed out into 
the entry to put a stop to It. What 
happened then is not entirely clear, 
some saying that the two men clinched 
and that Saunders struck Oapucci, 
while others sav that tbe latter threw 
an axe at .Saunders from the top of the 
stairs. At any rate Saunders was hit, 
a blow with an axe over the right eye 
that tore off the greater part of his 
scalp. 

He ran into the street, wliere he f.dl 
unconscious. A crowd collected, and 
soon 3000 or 4000 people were about 
the house. A rush was made for the 
Italian’s room, but he had locked him¬ 
self in and the angry crowd was un¬ 
able to reach him. The police arrived 
and Saunders was sent to the hospital, 
after the street had been cleared of the 
surging mob. Capucci was fount! under 
a bed in his room, and refused to go 
with the officers without a warrani, 
but they did not stand upon ceremony 
and took him by force. 

Capucci is 29 years old and S<aunder.s 
is about 40, having a family.

Paattire For Xnmbii. 

What kind of pasture is best fot 
lambs?

tn a Battle Witll Insurgents In the 
Island of Samar 

Manila, Nov. 18.—Company E of the 
ninth infantry was attacked by 60 bolo- 
men and several insurgents arined with 
rifles at a point six miles from Tarang- 
nan, In the island of Samar. The in¬ 
surgents tried to rush the Americans, 
but failing to accomplish theiv pvirpcse 
they broke and scattered. '.Ohe uien 
of the ninth bad a corporal and a scout 
killed and one private wounded. Si.x- 
teen of the bolomen were killed, while 
the riflemen escaped.

Captain Hall of the 21st infantry has | 
been scouting for several days in Batan- I 
gas province. He had four separate en¬ 
gagements with the insurgents ihore. 
Judging from the firing on these oc¬ 
casions, Captain Hall estimates tlie 
force of each band of the rebels ‘.tfrom 
30 to 50 They made no attempt to 
charge Captain Hall’s party, whose 
scouting resulted in the capture of cne 
insurgeut ofQcer and 50.000 ’.•eniids of 
rice. 

General Sumner, commander of the

praises Captain Hartman and ii's lroop 
I of the first cavalry, who last ’Vednesduy 
I attacked 400 insurgents ontreuebed in 
rifle pits at Bu.an .and routed them.
